THE roof of Kent’s largest church 
is in danger of collapse after lead 
thefts left it exposed to the ravages 
of the death watch beetle. 

An entire section of the roof at St Mary of 
Charity in Faversham is being held together 
by a single mortise and tenon joint. A First 
World War memorial is also being eaten away 
by the wood-boring insect. 

Catriona Cuthbert, church warden, 
described the news as devastating. She said: 
“Lead thefts left the church exposed to the ele¬ 
ments, and the roof in the Trinity chapel just 
didn’t have a chance to dry out. The death 
watch beetle is eating the rafters and the 
damp is making the wood crumble. 

‘We knew some work was needed in the 
chapel, but we were shocked by the extent of 
the damage.” 

Wood specialists say there is a structural 
breakdown of the timbers and joints and if it is 
not fixed urgently, the roof will fall in. 

Church staff are frantically trying to raise 
£50,000 for the cost of repairs before the win¬ 
ter sets in. 

Ms Cuthbert said a number of emergency 
grants had been applied for and she appealed 
to the community to help. 

The economic downturn has seen an 
increase in lead thefts across the district, but 
St Mary of Charity has been the targeted 
three times this year alone.

WAR reporter and former 
MP Martin Bell dropped 
into a Faversham pub to 
chat to townspeople about 
world affairs. 

He was at the Phoenix Tavern, 
Abbey Street, to kick off a series of 
dine and meet get-togethers. 

Since quitting Parliament, Mr 
Bell has been acting as a roving 
ambassador for UNICEF and is 
promoting his book, A Very British 
Revolution, which deals with the 
parliamentary expenses scandal. 

Martin, 72, has been to Somalia 
and Yemen for UNICEF recently so 
his reputation for going to trouble 
spots hasn’t left him. 

He said: “I go to the places where 
UNICEF can’t send its celebrity 
ambassadors. I went to Yemen in 
August and it was certainly eye¬ 
opening.” 

The former foreign correspondent 
raised £100,000 for the charity 
Children of Yemen, which aims to 
help youngsters get an education. 

Martin cemented his reputation 
as a top-notch reporter during the 
Bosnian conflict through his reports 
from besieged Sarajevo where he 
was known as the ‘Man in the 
White Suit.’ 

He was wounded during the fight¬ 
ing and will be giving evidence in 
the war crimes trial against former 
Bosnian Serb Prime Minister 



Radovan Karadzic. 

Martin said: “I haven’t seen him 
since 1994 and when I did meet him 
he was always very helpful, but I 
did see the results of his policies.” 

The former MP for Tatton sat on 
the Parliamentary Standards 
Committee for three and a half 
years and saw the start of the cam¬ 
paign for cleaner politics, so he was¬ 
n’t surprised that Labour politi¬ 
cians closed ranks around disgraced 
former immigration minister Phil 
Woolas, who was found guilty of 
spreading lies about an opponent. 

Mr Woolas is appealing against 
the decision to unseat him as MP 
for Oldham East. Some of his party 
workers claimed his Lib Dem oppo¬ 
nent was supporting Muslim 
extremists to get elected. 

Deputy Leader Harriet Harman 
was criticised for condemnign Mr 
Woolas, but Mr Bell said: “There 
was no doubt the posters were 
inflammatory. 

“There is no defence for that kind 
of thing and Harriet Harman was 
right to condemn him for it.”

Church roof at 
risk after thieves 
strip off lead

“People think churches are rich but 
this is far from the case,” said Ms 
Cuthbert. “Lead has been stolen 
from various parts of the church 
leaving it vulnerable,” she added. 

According to Ms Cuthbert, in one 
episode, thieves got on the roof of the 
Trinity Chapel in broad daylight. 

“We got a phone call from the 
school to ask if men were doing work 
on the roof. They’d climbed up using 
wheelie bins and were seen ripping 
the lead off and throwing it off the 
side.” 

It’s a double blow for the parish, 
which is already struggling to raise 
half-a-million pounds for a restora¬ 
tion and modernisation project. 

Unlike many churches throughout 
the country, St Mary of Charity 
retains a thriving congregation and 
for many is the hub of the communi¬ 
ty. There are 18 regular services each 
month, 8,000 visitors each year and 
more than 70 groups who visit or 
work within it. 

Often described as the size of a 
small cathedral, the Georgian nave 
was designed by George Dance in 
1753. The crown spire was designed 
by Charles Bealey and completed in 
1797. Legend has it the remains of 
King Stephen were rescued from the 
destruction and transferred to the 
Trinity chapel, where a brass plaque 
bears his name.

A VIOLENT thug from Sittingboume 
who stamped on a man’s head has 
been jailed for two years and three 
months after pleading guilty to griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

Troy Stephens, 23, of Chilton 
Avenue, appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on November 5, where 
he admitted to assaulting 41-year-old 
Alex Cameron, of Conyer. 

Mr Cameron suffered a fractured 
skull and severe swelling and bruis¬ 
ing to his face and head during the 
attack, in Bell Lane, Sittingboume, on 
August, 20. 

Investigating officer DC Steve Rees 
from mid Kent’s major enquiry team 
said: “The pair knew each other and 
had been out drinking in 
Sittingboume that evening.

Female bishops 

need not apply r 

says reverend

A VICAR on the Isle of Sheppey 
has become the first in Swale to 
ban women bishops. 

All Saints Church, in Eastchurch, needs a 
new bishop but Reverend Barry Birch said 
only men will be considered for the job. 

The church found itself without a bishop 
after the Reverend Keith Newton defected 
to Catholicism following the row about the 
ordination of women. 

While Reverend Birch has ruled out any 
similar defection, he said the parochial church 
council (PCC) would stand by its position. 

He said: “The PCC can appoint whoever it 
wants and women bishops won’t be accepted. 
The decision can’t be challenged and there 
will be no movement.” 

Opponents 

Asked how the church would respond to 
new legislation, Reverend Birch said: “Any 
legislation of women in the Episcopal is 
unlikely until 2014. We would have to look at 
it at that point. The code of practice has not 
yet been written.” 

Traditionalist opponents of women bishops, 
such as Reverend Birch, have relied mostly 
on a biblical argument. They say that because 
Jesus chose only men to lead his apostles, 
only men should be modern-day leaders. 

However, this argument has been chal¬ 
lenged by the Synod. 

Leading biblical scholars such as the 
Bishop of Durham, Tom Wright, said there 
was plenty of evidence that women did help 
lead the early church. 

Dr Wright said the fact the first person 
before whom Jesus appeared after his resur¬ 
rection was a woman, Mary Magdalene, was 
particularly significant.

Nevertheless, a diocese source said there was 
sympathy with churches such as All Saints. 

He said: “Parishes such as these do not 
recognise women’s ministry and they could 
not be expected to remain part of a diocese 
headed up by a woman. 

“However many of these churches want to 
remain in the Church of England but they 
want a framework laid down in law that gives 
them the legal right to be assigned a flying 
bishop. This is a big debate in the Synod.” 

Recently ordained Bobbing ministry curate 
Sue Sampson said she had worked to over¬ 
come her own reservations about women in 
the clergy. 

She said: “On a personal level, I have no 
objections to women bishops, but I am still in 
the process of working through the issues. 

“I used to have reservations about women 
priests. Over the years, I came to experience 
the ministry of other women, and saw God 
using them in a powerful way. I studied the 
Bible and read books on the subject. It 
became clear God was calling me to the 
priesthood, and he opened up the way for me 
to go forward.” 


Ben getting his claws into business

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Abandoned Rufus left 
to drown on marshland

A NINE month old dog may have 
been left to drown or starve to death 
because its cruel owner mistook it 
for a Staffordshire bull terrier. 

The male American bulldog was found 
tethered to a hawthorn bush on the shoreline 
off Raspberry Hill between Iwade and Lower 
Halstow. 

Animal welfare workers said the 
malnourished animal would have died if 
walkers had not waded through marshland to 
find out where the barking was coming from. 

The dog, named Rufus, is now being cared for 
at Jasmil Kennels in Lower Halstow 

Centre worker Carrina Shuttlewood said: “He 
may have been abandoned because his owner 
thought he had obtained a Staffordshire bull 
terrier and didn’t realise how big he’d grow or 
how much food or exercise he would need. 

“He was lucky to survive. If the spot where 
he was had flooded out he would have been 
swallowed up. At the moment we are trying 
to build him up and then we will look to home 
him with a specialist breeder.” 

Carrina said that although affectionate, 
the dog’s treatment had left it underweight, 
nervous and with little faith in humans. 

Sadly, Rufus’ case is far from unique. 

Jasmil kennels has taken in more than 500 
abandoned animals over the last six months, 


more than 60 per cent of them Staffordshire 
bull terriers. 

Nationally there has been an upsurge in the 
number of Staffs abandoned. 

Contrary to popular belief, Tim Oxley, animal 
control officer at Swale council, believes owners 
could be abandoning the breed because they are 
not as aggressive as portrayed. 

He said: “Although Staffordshire bull terriers 
were bred for bullfighting they are incredibly 
loyal and treated properly are fantastic dogs. 

“Some people may obtain them as a status 
symbol of aggression but the truth is while they 
have the psyche to attack other animals they 
have been bred to respect humans and very 
often just want to lick someone to death.” 

Mr Oxley said the case of Rufus had left him 
very angry and he urged the public to come for¬ 
ward with information. 

He said “This is one of those sad cases that 
make you very angry. The dog was tied to a 
low hawthorn bush and it would appear it had 
been deliberately left there, and not just got 
itself caught up. 

“It looks as if someone has abandoned this 
dog far enough from the main road so it would 
not be seen by passing traffic. If it hadn’t 
been found when it was, or there had been 
an unusually high tide, the dog would have 
probably have died.”

Mum's death inspires 
paramedic to write 
book on bereavement 

A PARAMEDIC from Sittingbourne 
has made a major contribution to a book 
focusing on death and the issues 
surrounding it. 

Louise Massen, an acting clinical 
operations manager for South East Coast 
Ambulance Service (SECAmb), said her 
mother’s death inspired her to collabo¬ 
rate with Louise Massen, author of the 
best-selling Call the Midwife. 

The new book, In the Midst of Life, 
explores the issues surrounding how we 
die including euthanasia, resuscitation of 
the dying, the artificial prolongation of 
life and force-feeding. 

Louise said: “I was delighted to be 
asked to provide an ambulance perspec¬ 
tive to this book. 

Distressing 

“I hope the people who read it get a 
better understanding that while our role 
is primarily to save lives, we also have a 
role to play in providing palliative care 
and supporting relatives through what 
can be a distressing and difficult time.” 

Louise’s mother died two years ago, at 
the age of just 60, after suffering from 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease. 

Louise said: “The death of my mother 
was without a doubt the most life 
altering event of my life. 

“It was a truly desperate feeling watch¬ 
ing my mum dying, aching to swing into 
action and do my paramedic stuff, when 
I knew there was absolutely nothing I 
could do to prevent her death 

“It gave my brother and I a whole new 
perspective on death and how it affects 
those it leaves behind.”

Rail operator steps 
up online services

minor disruption or major disruption and 
monitor all train journeys from Swale to 
London, including the high-speed route. 

Vince Lucas, service delivery director, 
said: “This tool has been created in 
response to what passengers say they find 
useful. It will provide them with a quick 
and easy way of seeing how our services 
are running and specifically what disrup¬ 
tion is affecting their route.” 

Mr Lucas said a range of other meas¬ 
ures had been put in place to keep com¬ 
muters updated during the winter 
months when services are susceptible to 
cancellation or delay. 

All drivers and conductors have been 
issued with internet phones to receive 
immediate updates from control and 
pass information to customers. 

The Southeastern website has been 
rebuilt to deal with large volumes of 
hits without crashing and customers 
can get updates on social networking 
sites including twitter. 

Network Rail has also taken steps to 
improve the reliability of the tracks 
during the colder months. More than 
16,000 metres of heating strips are being 
trialled throughout Kent including 
Swale to minimise disruption caused 
during winter weather. 

The company has also been working 
with the University of Birmingham to 
assess the benefits of new anti-icing and 
de-icing products, as well as improving 
weather forecasting techniques.

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Surveys to help 
in battle against 
young addiction

DRUG surveys will be handed out 
to 1,072 school children on Shep- 
pey as researchers try to tackle 
the island’s social problems. 

Project worker Kelly Barshell says know¬ 
ing the attitudes and beliefs of 15 to 18-year- 
olds at the Sheppey Academy will help in the 
fight against addiction. 

She said: “Understanding why people start 
to use drugs and drink is key to prevention 
and will help us devise diversionary activi¬ 
ties to stop children becoming hard users. 

“The survey has been designed to find out 
about the drug and alcohol use of students 
and the school has agreed for the forms to be 
sent to all Year 10 pupils and above.” 

The research is the first of its kind in Swale 
and has the full backing of teaching staff at 
the school. Researchers are targeting 15 year 
olds because they believe this is when chil¬ 
dren start to experiment. 

Assistant head teacher Sam Williams said 
The Sheppey Academy was taking a proac¬ 
tive approach to the issue. 

She said: “We have introduced a new 
enrichment programme which encompasses 
relationships, sexual health and drink and 
drugs awareness. 

“All Year 10 pupils will receive an intensive 
seven week course dedicated to the use of 
drink and drugs. Our aim is to equip young 
people with the skills to make informed choices 
and to be aware all actions have consequences.” 

The survey was distributed last week and 
the results, due in December, will reveal the 
extent of substance abuse among young peo¬ 
ple. Questions include whether participants 
have ever taken crack, heroin or gas, how 
often they have used and if they would like 
help to stop. 

The survey forms part o f a wider research 
project aimed at solving the island’s social 
problems. It is funded by South East Costal

Community (SECC) and run by social scien¬ 
tists from the University of Greenwich in col¬ 
laboration with Sheppey Matters. 

Mike Brown, chair of Sheppey Matters 
believes targeting school children will help to 
get to the root of the problem. 

He said: “If people start at a young age, 
then the older they get, the more difficult it 
is to get them to stop. 

“Alcohol is a big problem, because it is 
cheap and within easy access.” 

Swale police are supporting the scheme 
and hope it will help provide a long-term 
solution to the island’s addiction problem.

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'Kite succeed where others failed'

NEXT year sees the centenary of 
the Caldecott Community an edu¬ 
cational establishment which 
helps some of the most difficult to 
reach young people in the country. 

All are victims of abuse, physical, mental or 
sexual - sometimes a combination of all 
three. Yet remarkably, over the last three 
years not one student has left the care centre 
at Smeeth, near 
Ashford, without 
going on to further 
education or a work 
placement. 

Pupils have all 
obtained GCSEs as 
well - something the 
centre is very proud 
of. 

Founded in 1911 by 
philanthropist Leila 
Rendall, the home is 
named in honour of 
children’s illustrator 
Randolph Caldecott. 

Richard Harvey is 
chairman of the cen¬ 
tenary committee 
which is set to organ¬ 
ise a service in Cant¬ 
erbury Cathedral 
and a garden party with a 1911 theme next 
summer. Our founder was a true educational 
pioneer,” he said. 

“She founded a nursery in St Pancras, 
London, after seeing how the children of local 
match factory girls were either left to wander 
the streets or locked up when their mothers 
were at work. 

“During World War One the facility moved 
out of London and down to Kent. It is now a 
home providing residential care for victims of 
severe abuse and neglect, with a school, ther¬ 
apist and recreational activities.” 


The home - an attractive country house 
with large grounds - has 36 young residents 
and a further nine day students. 

They have gone through foster care and 
been excluded from mainstream education. 

Director of operations Sharon McDermott 
said: “These are some of the hardest to reach 
children in the country. They come here from 
all over the UK and most have been removed 
from their families because of problems. 

“One of the major difficulties is they have 
failed so many times in the past and we have 
to cope with that. Some may be very disrup¬ 
tive but staff here have to gain their trust. 

“Our staff are so 
very dedicated and 
do a marvelous job, 
sometimes in very 
difficult circum¬ 
stances. We have to 
first gain the trust of 
the child and that is a 
major hurdle. But 
then we can start to 
move forward and 
break the cycle of fail¬ 
ure.” 

A series of assem¬ 
blies of achievement 
mark a child’s 
progress throughout 
the school which has 
students from aged 
seven to over 16. 

To obtain a presen¬ 
tation certificate at 
one of the meetings, pupils need to have 
scored an 80 per cent mark in the subject. 

Staff emphasise the awards are not just 
given away. Clive Lee, chief executive, said: 
“What I am most proud of here is the positive 
outcome for individual children.

To see the expression on the face of 
a young person who has obtained a certifi¬ 
cate - maybe for the first time - is a reward 
in itself.

Antibiotics not for winter colds, 
patients are warned by doctors 


AS THE chilly weather moves in for winter, 
health chiefs are reminding everyone that 
antibiotics are useless at battling coughs, 
colds and flu. 

Off-the-shelf pharmacy treatments are bet¬ 
ter at dealing with common health com¬ 
plaints at this time of year. 

But time is often the best healer, with 
ear infections taking about four days on 
average to clear up, coughs taking three 
weeks, sore throats a week and the common 
cold around a fortnight. 

Doctors say colds and flu are caused by 
viruses, not bacteria, which means using 
antibiotics when you have a virus may do 
more harm than good. 

It won’t cure the infection, stop others from 
catching it, or make patients feel better. In 
fact, doctors say it could cause unnecessary 
side effects. 

Last year, more than half a million pre¬ 
scriptions for antibiotics were written for 
patients in east Kent and antibiotic resist¬ 
ance is one of the world’s most pressing pub¬ 
lic health problems. 

GP Dr Simon Dunn said: “We want to 
ensure the best care is the right care for 
patients. If you’ve got flu and cold symptoms, 
talk to your pharmacist first and get over the 
counter medicines. 

“However, if symptoms get worse you may 
need to see your GP. For peace of mind, many 
GPs will now offer a delayed prescription for 
antibiotics if it is not clear whether the symp¬ 
toms will go away on their own. 



COLD COMFORT: But time is often the best healer 

“The difference to a normal prescription is 
that you wait a few days before collecting 
your medicine, try some self care and if you 
are feeling better do not collect it at all. 

“Antibiotics are really the last resort. They 
are a key drug in the fight against bacterial 
infections but over-use will reduce their effec¬ 
tiveness and are less likely to work when 
patients need them.”

As one Kent council comes bottom of the list for recycling, Gary Wright asks do we really care? 



ASHFORD Borough Council has been 
crowned the worst local authority in 
England for recycling. 

I am sorry to hear that on the one hand, but on the 
other I’m not sure I really care that much. 

Anyone who has suffered the stupidity, bureaucracy 
and stink caused by ill-conceived recycling schemes 
with its variety of different coloured boxes collected 
fortnightly must envy the residents of Ashford. 

I should confess that I currently live in Ashford 
borough and I genuinely appreciate the efficiency 
with which the council makes my rubbish disappear. 

I chuck my waste into black sacks and every week, 
despite rain, gales or blizzards those top blokes turn 
up in dustcarts and my rubbish disappears. 

Yes, you heard right, a weekly collection, no stinking 
chicken bones hanging around my home for a fortnight. 

If the good folk of Tunbridge Wells (45.4 per cent 
recycled) and Canterbury (45.3) are diligent enough 
to recycle half, then that gives the people of Ashford 
more space in landfills plus time to find a system 
better than those currently on offer. 

I talk with some experience here having suffered 
the fortnightly collection nightmare that Shepway 
District Council sees fit to burden its ratepayers. 

Now don’t get me wrong; it was easy to chuck 
cardboard packaging in one bin, tins in another and 
plastic cartons in another. Providing that you have the 
space for all these containers it’s not a bad system. 


Unfortunately, I failed to enjoy that warm feeling of 
smug satisfaction that seems to motivate most of the 
heavily discredited ‘green’ believers (thanks Channel 4). 

But, while living in Shepway, I lost count of the 
stories of bin men who refused to collect wheelie bins 
if the lid didn’t close, meaning you were left waiting 
for another two weeks or a trip to the tip in your car.

Bomb was a threat 
to services as well 

It astounds me that a member of 
the public who obviously has no 
experience of the work emergency 
services carry out feels able to post 
such damaging remarks with no 
thought to those involved during 
that terrible day. 

As a previous poster had so 
rightly put it, there is no use for a 


dead rescuer, and history has 
shown that patterns of bombings 
are increasingly becoming multiple 
events (Madrid, London) and more 
chillingly, targeted towards those 
that may come to our aid. 

The attempted Tiger Tiger 
bombings in London had secondary 
devices set up at the site of the 
rendezvous point for emergency 
services. 

We have set procedures for 
dealing with major incidents of 
this nature, and to detract from 
these courses of action would 
result in mass panic and collapse 
of control at the scene, with 
possibly even committing fellow 
rescuers to their deaths. 

The aim is to do the most for 
the most under the difficult 
circumstances and until 
specialist teams have evaluated the 
scene and deemed that there are no 
other hazards to the rescuers 
(chemical, biological, radiological, 
explosives), then full efforts can be 
made to deal with the immediate 
‘hot-zone’. 

I fear the outcry against major 
incident planners would have been 
far worse had emergency crews 
committed to the scenes and lost 
their lives through secondary 
devices or CBRN materials. 

Corporate manslaughter trials 
would have filled the courts for a 
good few years after the events, 
that’s for sure. 

No major incident runs perfectly. 
Even with the best planning and 
practice-runs in the world, things 
are sure to go wrong due to the 


random and unpredictable nature 
of them. 

Let’s just trust those who put 
themselves forward at the 
front-line on the day and hope 
that the despicable people who 
attempt to reign terror on our 
streets don’t ‘spice-up’ their 
devices with much more terrifying 
components in addition to 
explosive.

MP's weighty issue 
over foreign lorries 

In written PQs appearing on 
the Commons order paper (last 
Thursday) I asked: 

“What estimate has been made 
of the incidence of the involvement 
of (a) foreign-registered and (b) all 
heavy goods vehicles in road traffic 
accidents in the latest period for 
which figures are available, and if 
the Secretary of State for Transport 
will bring forward proposals for 
the inspection of foreign road 
haulage vehicles entering and 
leaving the UK. 

“I believe that we shall find 
that there is a disproportionate 
involvement of foreign lorries in 
road traffic accidents and that 
that record is due in part to sight 
lines, certainly, but also due to the 
condition of the vehicles. It is 
already a fact that at present 
foreign trucks do considerable 
damage to our roads while making 
no contribution to their upkeep. 

“They arrive laden with EU 
duty-paid fuel and depart before 
refilling. In the interim they not 
only cause wear and tear on roads 
that they do not pay for but, more 
importantly, they become involved 
in accidents involving damage to 
other vehicles, injury and sadly, on 
occasions, death. 

“Clearly Kent, as the main 
gateway county, bears the brunt 
of the problem, but it is a national 
issue as well. 

“I await the Minister's answers 
with great interest; I believe that 
the time has come to introduce a 
much more rigorous inspection 
regime to ensure that all vehicles 
entering the UK are roadworthy 
and carry appropriate mirrors for 
left-hand drive use and I also want 
reconsideration given to the 
application of a ‘Britdisc’ road tax. 

“I would also like to see 
departure checks to ensure the 
drivers of vehicles that have been 
involved in accidents do not leave 
our jurisdiction until cases have 
been heard and/or insurance claims 
settled.”

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Revealing teachers' 
salaries a lesson in 
futility, says union 


UNION leaders have hit out at 
Government plans to publish 
teachers’ salaries, qualifications 
and sickness rates in an attempt to 
improve classroom standards. 

The Department for Education revealed this 
week that schools will be forced to publish more 
information than ever before so parents can 
make better-informed judgements about where 
to send their children. 

Headline-grabbing 

Individual teachers will not be named but the 
unions argue that in some small schools it may 
be easy to identify which teacher is which. 

“I can’t see the point of all this; it’s just 
headline-grabbing,” said John Walder, secretary 
of the Kent division of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT). 

“It’s been a feature of politics since the late 
Thatcher era that the Government should 
always be seen to be doing things, even when 
it’s not needed. 

“That’s led to a massive avalanche of new 
measures that have been bedevilling schools 
ever since. 

“Parents want to see that their child’s school 
is successful, but the fact is that what they’re

really interested in is whether or not their child 
is happy. 

“Regimes where teachers are put under the 
cosh make for unhappy teachers and unhappy 
kids. When one side of the equation is put 
under that sort of pressure, the other side will 
feel it too.” 

The proposals form part of the DfE business 
plan, which also spells out coalition plans to 
reform the central contract dictating teachers’ 
pay and conditions. 

Other statistics due to be published include 
the amount of money spent per child and how 
many achieve new-style measures charting 
progress in basic subjects at ages five and 11. 

“We do not see how publishing swathes of 
statistics on how many teachers caught the flu 
off their pupils, how many A-levels the staff 
have and what they are paid will reduce 
bureaucracy,” said Emma Sivyer, South East 
regional officer for the education professionals’ 
union Voice. 

“This is information overload. What is the 
point? Do the public really want to know all 
this? 

“We fear the Government wants to bring to 
an end the national system for teachers’ pay

and conditions - a system that has worked well 
in ensuring fairness and transparency without 
compromising individuals’ details.” 

Other measures spelled out in the business 
plan include a new ‘readiness to progress’ 
assessment for children to ensure they are 
ready to start primary and secondary school, 
and the introduction of a new National 
Curriculum by September 2013. 

The ‘nappy curriculum’ setting out targets 
children must hit before their fifth birthday 
will also be less bureaucratic. 


Housing cuts to force 
poorer residents out 

HOUSING benefit claimants could be 
forced to move out of wealthier towns on 
Kent’s commuter belt as a result of the 
Government’s cap on handouts. 

A report by the Chartered Institute of 
Housing (CIH) revealed that in the next 
decade people relying on local housing 
allowance may have to look for cheaper 
accommodation in less affluent towns. 

It comes just a fortnight after Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale raised concerns 
coastal areas could be hit with an influx 
of London dole claimants unable to afford 
expensive city rents once housing benefit 
is capped next April. 

Industry experts at CIH believe for 
Kent’s wealthier in-land towns it could be 
the reverse, with claimants moving away. 

Ashford and Maidstone were highlighted 
as places that would be ‘off limits’ for private 
rented sector tenants, claiming housing 
benefits in the next ten years. 

Towns on commuter belts were 
outlined as areas where claimants may 
be unable to afford to live. 

The report added: “If rental inflation is 
at five per cent, within 20 years almost all 
rental market areas in the South East 
will be affected by the caps.” 

Under the changes, handouts will be 
capped at £400 a week for a four-bedroom 
house, £340 for a three-bedroom property, 
£290 for two bedrooms and £250 for a 
one-bedroom property. 

Kent’s Toiy MPs welcomed the move. 

Laura Sandys (Thanet South) said: “The 
current situation has fundamentally 
distorted housing in my area. 

“Our system is broken. Those who want 
to work know that work does not pay. 

“Those who work get less than those 
who claim and those who do not work 
often receive the most.”

FORMER Conservative leader Lord Howard 
says the axing of half a million UK public sector 
jobs is a golden opportunity for Kent business¬ 
es. 

He told the inaugural Archant KOS Media 
Business Week Live show the cuts, announced 
in last month’s comprehensive spending review 
(CSR), would see much of the lost work switch¬ 
ing to the private sector through outsourcing 
from both central and local government.

SINGER-songwriter and guitarist 
Dave Cousins, who fronts rock 
band The Strawbs, is set to rock his 
home town on Saturday, adding a 
twinge of folk to the mix. 

Dave’s local theatre, The Astor in Deal is the 
venue for his show and he says - unusually - 
he is really looking forward to playing locally 
with a full band, playing their original, influ¬ 
ential material. 

“Sometimes I can be apprehensive. It may be 
that the night after the show I’m having a cup 
of coffee reading the paper and someone who 
was there the previous night will remember 
me on stage waving my arms about,” he said. 

“It can make me feel like two different peo¬ 
ple. 

“But this time we have such a tight band 
and such great material I am really looking 
forward to it.” 

Dave’s career is one steeped in rock creden¬ 
tials. 

He started his career in the folk clubs of the 
1960s, once memorably playing support to 
then newcomers The Rolling Stones. 

“There were shows on Eel Pie Island in the 
Thames in Twickenham,” he said. 

“The Stones would be playing furiously, peo¬ 
ple would be jumping on top of one another to 
get a glimpse of them. The crowd was wild. 

“Then in the interval we’d go on and do a set 
of bluegrass music. It went down well, though. 
The crowd liked it. 

“But they never said much to us - all I 
remember is guitarist Brian Jones coming up 
and saying ‘Like your music, man’.” 

Now in his mid 60s, Dave has also just com¬ 
pleted a book showing how he came to write 
his songs. 

Secrets, Stories, Songs talks about many of 
the factors that inspired Mr Cousins’s huge 
volume of work. 

Much of it revolves around the countryside 


near his home town of Deal. 

Features include the relics of the Duke of 
Wellington in Walmer church, the seashore, 
the harvest and the sculpture of a Battle of 
Britain pilot looking out to sea on the cliffs at 
Capel-le-Feme. 

Dave has also just finished filming part of a 
tribute TV show to Byrds legend Roger 
McGuinn, which will feature rock legends 
such as Bruce Springsteen and Tom Petty. 

But it was another US star who got him 



interested in contemporary music. 

He said: “I listened to a lot of folk music and 
went to see Bob Dylan in 1965. He was play¬ 
ing Mr Tambourine Man and that was inspir¬ 
ing.” 

Another star who crossed his path was 
David Bowie. 

“He used to come around for a cup of tea and 
his then manager Tony Visconti told me all 
about this revolutionary new look David was 
getting into,” he said. 

“I knew his band The Hype - then they 
started calling themselves The Spiders From 
Mars. On stage in an outrageous Japanese- 
style costume - I was thinking, is that really 
David? 

“Anyway, we needed a B-side, so as a joke I 
started calling us Ciggy Barlust And The 
Whales From Venus. 

“I wrote a song which mentioned David, a bit 
of a parody and all meant in good fun, but he 
never spoke to me after that.” 

Dave had met folk-singer Sandy Denny in 
1967 and she recorded an album with The 
Strawbs that has recently been re-released as 
a remastered CD. 

And the band continued to play throughout 
the 70s until Cousins called it a day as the 80s 
dawned. 

“We were playing all over America, always 
our best market,” he said. 

“We’d headline and then support acts like 
The Eagles, Santana, Frank Zappa and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd in front of massive crowds. 

“But then I felt it had gone as far as it could, 
so I started to get into running radio stations.” 

A meeting with former bandmates a few 
years ago brought his career full-circle and Mr 
Cousins currently plays as part of an acoustic 
trio and in full band mode.

Skyline's a world you'll forget 
as soon as you leave the cinema

THE end is nigh. 

Gargantuan alien spacecraft descend over 
major cities of the world and cleanse the dying 
planet of its pernicious human parasites by 
hoovering up the stupefied inhabitants. 

Entire neighbourhoods lay deserted and the 
survivors of the initial onslaught cower in 
their homes, hoping to evade the airborne 
patrol drones. 

Thus begins Skyline, aka The Independence 
Day War Of The Cloverfield Worlds, a fast- 
paced sci-fi thriller from the Brothers Strause, 
who previously directed AVPR: Aliens Vs 
Predator - Requiem. 

With a background in digital effects, siblings 
Colin and Greg mastermind a blitzkrieg of 
otherworldly creatures and robots to terrorise 
their two-dimensional characters. 

Screenwriters Joshua Cordes and Liam 
O’Donnell unapologetically recycle entire 
scenes from other blockbusters and roughly 
splice them together to create a perfunctory 
narrative, which documents the extra-terres¬ 
trial invasion in Los Angeles. 

A life-or-death game of hide and seek in a 
high-rise kitchen is ‘borrowed’ from Jurassic 
Park and the horribly misjudged coda clearly 
takes its lead from District 9. 

The story centres initially on Jarrod (Eric 
Balfour) and his girlfriend Elaine (Scottie 
Thompson), who fly to the west coast to cele¬ 
brate the birthday of Jarrod’s best friend, 

Terry (Donald Faison). 

They stay in Terry’s plush penthouse suite, 
which he shares with materialistic girlfriend 
Candice (Brittany Daniel). 

At the end of the raucous party, both couples 
collapse in their bedrooms while Terry’s pal 
Ray (Neil Hopkins) and assistant Denise 
(Crystal Reed) crash in the living room. 

In the early hours of the morning, pulses of 
bright blue light fall from the sky and draw 
people like moths to a flame. 

As Terry and his friends stare horrified out 
of the penthouse windows, they witness the

mass harvesting of the city’s denizens. 

However, the worst is yet to come and if 
Jarrod, Elaine and co are to evade capture, 
they will have to make stark choices. 

The Brothers Strause financed Skyline with 
their own money so they didn’t have to make 
any creative compromises. 

They certainly don’t stint on the computer¬ 
generated carnage and Alec Gillis and Tom 
Woodruff Jr, who designed the creature effects 
for AVPR: Aliens Vs. Predator - Requiem, 
work their magic here too. 

Actors gamely fling themselves into the 


melee and try not to stumble over the clunky 
dialogue, while David Zayas enjoys a brief 
appearance as the apartment block manager 
who is the first to realise that the human 
resistance hasn’t struck a fatal blow against 
the aliens after all. 

“They’re not dead, they’re just really, really 
p***** foe deadpans. 

Taken in the spirit in which is it hopefully 
intended - a brainless thrill ride - Skyline is a 
slick genre piece that entertains for 92 min¬ 
utes and is forgotten as soon as you walk out 
of the cinema.

SINCE the advent of Harry Potter it 
has just about become acceptable for 
adults to read children’s books with¬ 
out having to justify the act with the 
presence of a token child. 

And The Sarah Jane Adventures does 
exactly the same thing for children’s tel¬ 
evision. This is the sort of kids’ pro¬ 
gramme you can proudly watch with¬ 
out the presence of a child to legitimise 
enjoying something originally designed 
for those under the age of 15. 

For the uninitiated, The Sarah Jane 
Adventures is made by the wonderful 
creators of the modem Doctor Who.

by-aliens boy genius son Luke to 
cheeky Clyde Langer and aspiring 
investigatress and headmaster’s 
daughter Rani Chandra. 

With the help of alien supercomputer 
Mr Smith, legendary retro dog-robot K- 
9 and some sonic lipstick, the team 
investigates strange goings-on which 
inevitably end up being attributed to 
malicious visitors from other worlds. 

Highlights tend to be when the cur¬ 
rent incarnation of Dr Who turns up 
either in need of help or to help save the 
children and his ex-companion from 
aliens hell-bent on world domination. 

So far both David Tennant and Matt 
Smith have turned up for fairly decent¬ 
ly-sized stints in two-part episodes. 

The Sarah Jane Adventures has a 
much smaller budget than Doctor 


Who, but still manages some epic 
judgement day story lines. 

And it does not shy away from being 
a bit educational and dealing with 
important issues. Last week’s double 
episode dealt with death, pretender to 
the throne Lady Jane Grey and racial 
discrimination all in an hour. 

I never thought I would see a black 
schoolboy called a “nigger” on children’s 
television, but neither did I think I 
would see the boy deliver so competent 
a smack-down to the offending Nazi. 

Being a children’s programme the 
tone is generally lighter and the char¬ 
acters happy. The aliens are far less 
terrifying, but do turn up in Doctor 
Who to provoke greater viewers than I 
to hide behind sofas across the country. 

But on a cold winter’s evening it is 
rather comforting to watch a pro¬ 
gramme that is exciting, but also 
assured of a happy ending.

‘I DON’T know much 
about, much about aero¬ 
planes, but I know build¬ 
ings don’t, buildings don’t 
fall down that way’. 

The opening line to the first song 
of the set echoed around the room 
at Rochester’s Billabong Club and 
the audience’s attention was fixed 
firmly on the stage. 

The song was ‘9/11 Was An 
Inside Job’, certainly a bold open¬ 
ing gambit for any live perform¬ 
ance. The band was Balance Lost 
and this was the first time I had 
seen them play, at least in their 
current incarnation. 

With beginnings in the form of a 
solo project for Pete Glover, singer- 
songwriter in Medway based indie- 
rock outfit Carpetbum, Balance 
Lost has since expanded to a lull 
band set-up that includes Matt 
Hayward and Tom Uden, also of 
Carpetbum, on bass and guitar 
respectively, Hannah (Slap Alice) 
on lead guitar and Glover singing 
and playing the drums. 

Drawing influences from a 
plethora of underground indie 
acts, perhaps most notably Mike 
Kinsella’s work in American 
Football and Cap’n Jazz, influen¬ 
tial lo-fi legends Pavement and 
Danish noise-pop rockers Mew, 
Balance Lost display a level of 
technical musicianship rarely 
seen at a local level. 

This musical technicality is com¬ 
plimented by the band’s melodic 
vocal lines and by their child-like 
sense of humour, which comes 
across both in their songs and 
through gentle on-stage banter. 

It’s always refreshing to wit¬ 
ness a unique live act, particular¬ 
ly locally where it has to be said 
that this pleasure is somewhat of 
a rarity, and Balance Lost are not 
easily confused with any other 
band (except maybe Carpetbum). 

Their style is undeniably dis¬ 
tinct from that of their contempo¬ 
raries and their knack for 
changes in time signature is 
enough to keep even a jazz fan 
guessing.

It’s 5am, still dark and 
though I’m on holiday I’m 
pushing a sleep-shy toddler 
along in her buggy in the 
hope she’ll head back to 
Slumberville. 

Along the way I pass other parents 
enacting the same routine: the dawn 
brigade. It’s a brutally early start, 
but as we reach the beach all is 
forgiven when I see the fireball of 
the sun inching over the horizon. 

Another perfect day is dawning in 
Corralejo, on the northern tip of the 
beautiful Canary Island of 
Fuerteventura, barely four hours 
from London. 

Here the beaches are white sand 
and spotless. Little bays with sun 
loungers and cafes are deliciously 
inviting, while the wilder beaches 
draw surfers, windsurfers and kite- 
boarders, who relish tradewinds 
fresh from the Sahara Desert. 

Although the word ‘Fuerteventura’ 
actually means ‘strong wind’, don’t 
be put off. The second biggest of the 
Canaiy Islands (to Tenerife) it enjoys 
temperatures in the mid to high 20s, 
even in the middle of winter. 

The sun shines for about 3,000 
hours a year and the sea is clearer 
than clear turquoise. Inland are 
marshes, sand dunes and dramatic 
volcanic landscapes. 

After a day or two relaxing at the 
beach, it was time to explore. 

The town of Corralejo is modem 
and its main drag, packed with 
malls, bars, restaurants and shops 
(all promising the “lowest prices in 
town” for beer, cigarettes, postcards 
and water toys), obviously serves its 
purpose for the hundreds of thou-

sands of visitors each year. 

Things look up, though, when you 
leave the crowds behind for the beach 
and port. Fabulous restaurants over¬ 
looking the sea offer excellent deals 
and tempting ‘specials of the da/. 

We passed blissful days lunching 
at La Marquesina. While my hus¬ 
band and daughter frolicked on the 
beach, I sipped a chilled white wine 
and munched on the best chilli squid 
I’ve found in years. 

With car rental from around 30 
euros a day, we were soon heading 
south from Corralejo towards the 
wide expanse of dunes - part of the 
Parque Natural de las Dunas de 
Corralejo - and the beaches along 
this east side of the island. 

They are gloriously unspoiled, with 
uninterrupted views of the islands of 
Los Lobos. There are great spots for 
swimming, and if you want to go au 


naturel this is probably your spot. 

Carrying on south we hit Caleta de 
Fuste. Nestled below an 18th century 
castle, this is another tourist haven of 
hotels, shops, boutiques, bars, cafes, 
restaurants and beaches. The week¬ 
ly trade fair is renowned to have 
some great deals on leather goods. 

For all the sights and shopping, 
beaches remain the jewel in this 
island’s crown. 

An activity worth the charge (30 
euros) is the voyage by glass-bot¬ 
tomed boat to nearby Lanzarote, 
stopping briefly at the uninhabited 
island and nature reserve of Isla de 
los Lobos, a mile offshore. We saw all 
manner of sea life on the hour-long 
crossing, which drops you off at 
Playa Blanca and picks passengers 
up again three hours later.

Kia scores with the Venga 


KIA has shouldered its way into 
the mini-MPV arena and I use the 
term advisedly. 

The Korean car’s interior width really 
impresses against rivals like the Honda Jazz, 
which identified the sector in the first place. 

And the Venga also uses a long wheelbase 
within compact overall dimensions disguised 
by clever lines - the deep crease across the 
doors squeezes the depth of the flanks and 
lowers the high roofline visually. 

In short, it’s a tidy looking execution of a 
five-door shape with impressive interior 
height, width and legroom; families will like 
the genuine three-seat rear bench with a flat 
floor across the entire car - no discomfort for 
‘piggy in the middle’ then. Space liberated by 
folding the rear seats flat is huge, so you get a 
van thrown into the deal. 

Interior quality shows Kia’s rapid progress 
in that area and Honda must be worried by 
the Venga’s overall keen pricing (from 
£11,495) versus the Jazz, though the latter 
starts from £10,990. 

What’s more, the Venga has Kia’s unique 
seven-year/100,000-mile warranty.

litre petrol model though, I don’t see this as a 
deal breaker. It is a bit unrefined but there is 
plenty of power even when you cram this little 
spaceship, while the mpg should average in 
the mid-40s. 


There is also a 124bhp 1.6-litre unit with an 
automatic ‘box (from £14,100), but it is not par¬ 
ticularly economical and high emissions make 
the road tax steep at £250 in year one and 
£180 thereafter. 

There is an 89bhp diesel too (from £12,760) 
with Kia’s low emissions and consumption 
EcoDynamics package including ‘Intelligent 
Stop and Go’ to automatically kill and revive 
the engine in turgid traffic conditions; it could 
give you an average of more than 60mpg and 
offers zero road tax in the first year and a pif¬ 
fling 30 quid after that. 

But it will cost you £1,300 more than a petrol 
equivalent, whatever trim you choose, and it 
does feel lumpy - the petrol is livelier and sim¬ 
ply nicer to be in. 

• ITS not hard to see why Kia launched the Venga earlier 
this year. 

No r it's not intended to be a tribute to Arsenal's long-run¬ 
ning soccer manager, but mini-MPVs like the Kia are where 
the crowds and the big wonga are. 

Last month's Paris Motor Show proved the point as the 
wraps came off three big new players: 

Toyota unveiled the Verso-S, a rather belated though 
impressive challenger in a sector the Japanese giant claims 
to have invented with the original Yaris Verso (2000-2005), 
though it was so pug-ugly you could argue that Toyota near¬ 
ly strangled a new niche at birth. 

Hyundai chose Paris to reveal the ix20 - sister to the 
Venga, since Kia is the other half of the huge Hyundai group.

Wallflowers step into 
the garden limelight 

PROPERTY-owners are increasingly 
choosing more traditional styles for their 
garden makeovers, according to the 
Society of Garden Designers who say peo¬ 
ple are looking to the past for inspiration. 

Thomas Hoblyn, a spokesman for the 
group, said that wallflowers had previ¬ 
ously been considered “a bit of a 70s 
plant” but have proven popular over 
recent months. 

“There is a big, strong revisit to this retro

Online garden retailer 

Greenfingers.com recently reported 
year-on-year growth of 49 per cent, while 
sales topped £4 million in the year to 
September 2010. 

Mr Hoblyn suggested that the reces¬ 
sion may have been behind gardeners’ 
return to more traditional plants, noting 
that chrysanthemums had also experi¬ 
enced renewed popularity. 

“Chrysanthemums used to be consid¬ 
ered really tacky, but now they are 
everywhere this winter,” he said. 

Better protection for 
high-end landlords 

A MAJOR change to legislation regard¬ 
ing shorthold tenancies has brought 
good news for landlords of high-end 
properties who fear they could fall victim 
to unwanted sitting tenants. 

In the past, Assured Shorthold tenan¬ 
cy agreements were only valid for prop¬ 
erties with an annual rental of £25,000 
or less. For properties attracting rentals 
in excess of this amount, tenants were 
instead required to enter into a contract 
outside of the Housing Act which, ironi¬ 
cally, was easier to flout. 

However, the Assured Tenancies order 
which came into effect in October raises 
the annual rental threshold from 
£25,000 to £100,000 - protecting all 
landlords except those with seriously 
expensive properties to let. 

The move has been welcomed by Katie 
Elliott of west Kent lettings agency 
Alexanders, who said: “This change is 
significantly good news for landlords 
everywhere, but especially here in the 
south east where we have a lot of proper¬ 
ties which fall outside of the £25,000 
bracket. 

“By an ironic quirk of the old legisla¬ 
tion, landlords with high rental proper¬ 
ties had less protection under the law 
and could be more at risk from sitting 
tenants, who refused to move when their 
contract came to an end. 

“The shorthold tenancy agreement is 
much more watertight,” she said. 


TWO leading lenders have offered 
contrasting views on how the mar¬ 
ket has performed in recent weeks. 

The Halifax has revealed that UK house 
prices rose by 1.8 per cent last month, follow¬ 
ing a 3.6 per cent fall in September. 

The latest house-price rise takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £164,919, the Halifax 
said. 

According to the lender, the monthly 
increase was three times faster than expected 
and means house prices are 1.2 per cent high¬ 
er than a year ago. 

Meanwhile, the rate of change in each quar¬ 
ter of the year, which is a more reliable indica¬ 
tor or near-term price trend, revealed a 1.2 per 
cent fall in October, said the Halifax. 

Analysts had expected a rise of 0.6 per cent 
on the month and a three-month annual rate 
of 0.7 per cent. 

The figures differ vastly from those from the 
Nationwide Building Society, which last week 
revealed a 0.7 per cent fall for the month of 
October. 

Commenting on the figures, Halifax hous¬ 
ing economist Martin Ellis said the high level 
of instructions on the market, coupled with a 
lack of buyer demand, had “put some down¬ 
ward pressure on prices in recent months”. 

He said: “We do not believe that prices are 
set to fall sharply over a sustained period.” 

Estate agents also have some less than pos¬ 
itive findings - but across the UK the market 
shows clear signs of discrepancy. 

Prices in the South East and values of home

continue to be far more resilient than those in 
other parts of the UK. 

Hometrack, the property data company, 
asked estate agents for realistic house prices 
in every postcode in England and Wales. 

It found that falls occurred in 56 per cent of 
all postcodes with only 0.1 per cent experienc¬ 
ing an increase. 

This is the fourth month in which prices 
have decreased, showing a clear downturn in 
the market. 


However, the number of homeowners put¬ 
ting their homes on the market continued to 
increase, seeing a rise of 1.9 per cent. 

Richard Donnell, director of research at 
Hometrack, said that this “mismatch” 
between supply and demand looks likely to 
continue. 

“A stand-off is beginning to emerge between 
buyers waiting for prices to fall further and 
sellers being unrealistic on the price they’re 
willing to accept. 

“We expect a modest adjustment in prices 
rather than a return to the double digit falls 
seen in 2008,” he said. 


Make a green deal on your home and save 


HOMEOWNERS are being urged to reno¬ 
vate their properties in a bid to make them 
more environmentally friendly, as part of 
the Government’s energy-saving strategy. 

Landlords have also been included in the 
drive which experts say can help to save 
money by cutting heating bills. 

Dubbed the Green Deal, the scheme has 
been designed to make energy efficiency 
more accessible to the public - whether peo¬ 
ple own or rent their home. 

“The Green Deal’s about making people 
feel as warm as toast in their homes. 

“I want Britain to say goodbye forever to 
leaky lofts and chilly draughts,” said energy 
and climate change secretary Chris Huhne. 


He added that, as the prices of gas and 
electricity continue to rise, increased energy 
efficiency is a “no-brainer”. 

Expected to launch in autumn 2012, the 
Green Deal programme will allow property 
owners to make energy-efficient upgrades 
with government finance. 

The subsidy would then be paid back 
through savings made on energy bills as a 
result of the improvements. 

According to Mr Huhne, in the build up to 
the Green Deal, 3.5 million homes across the 
UK are likely to benefit from extra insula¬ 
tion by 2012, as part of changes to the obli¬ 
gation on energy suppliers announced earli¬ 
er this year.

I’ve got 
three fantastic offers from BSB teams, but 
there are also options elsewhere in other 
championships.

I’ve got my fingers in 
several pies, I just need to take one out and 
give it a lick.”
